Planoites Will Decide 
Local Option Saturday 


Unharmed 
Couple Has

Plano businessman B.B. “Buddy” 
Carpenter figures he’s got about six 
lives left. 
He used one—“Maybe more; we 
used to do some pretty wild things 
when I was a kid”—during childhood. 
He used another in 1970 when, 
driving about 90 miles an hour, he fell 
asleep and rammed an overpass 
railing in Stanton, escaping, with his 
four passengers, unharmed, though 
the car was totally destroyed. 
He used a third life last Sunday 
night about ll o’clock when he and 
wife Mary Katherine jumped from a 
disabled DC-8 at Ireland’s Shannon 
Airport and fled flames leaping 50 feet 
into the sky. 
“So, I figure I’ve got about six lives 
left; you know, they say you have nine 
lives.” 
The Carpenters were part of a 250- 
member tour group sponsored by 
Bull’s Auto Parts and made up of 
Texas and Oklahoma business people. 
After “an enjoyable trip” for nine 
days in Rome, they were headed for 
Hartford, Conn., when seven tires on 
their huge jet blew out. 
“ I was sitting right over it. I was 
right over the thing,” says Carpenter. 
He said he heard the tires blow out 
and knew immediately what had 
happened. “ He (the pilot) said in 
another three seconds he’d have been 
in the air, and then he couldn’t have 
stopped in time.” 
As it turned out, the pilot was going 
170 miles per hour when the tires blew 
out, knocking a hole in one fuel tank. 
He stopped the huge craft 500 feet 
short of the ocean. 
There were about 250 people aboard 
the flight, with ten crew members on 
board, and Carpenter said the plane 
was emptied in 90 seconds. 
“There was some screaming on the 
plane, you know, but everything was 
just so fast....we didn’t have time to 
really get panicky...And those little 
stewardesses were helping. They’d 
hear somebody screaming and they’d 
get to them and say ‘Don’t panic. 
Don’t panic. We’re gonna get you out.’ 
They were great. They....well, the 
crew, you know....stayed on the plane 
until everybody got off.” 
Carpenter said he and his wife were 
seated on opposite sides of the aisle, 
she several rows ahead of him. “ I lost 
her for a few minutes there, and that’s 
when I almost panicked." 
He said she had tried to leave the 
airplane through a right wing exit, but 
when she discovered that was where 
the fire was, she turned around and 
came back to go through the exit he 
went through. One passenger did 
jump through the fire and broke his 
leg. “ If there hadn’t been somebody 
there to pull him out, he’d have 
burned to death,” Carpenter said 
Although there were no deaths. 57

Carpenter said the thing that most 
impressed him was the way people 
helped each other. “Everybody was 
helping. I never saw anything like it. 
It really drew us closer together.” 
One interesting point that could 
have made for a tragic ending was the 
seating arrangement near the left 
wing exit the Carpenters used. 
A large man had been seated next to 
the emergency exit, but he had ex­ 
changed seats with a small man. 
When the stewardess discovered the 
swap, she tried to get the men to 
change back to their assigned seats, 
and, according to Carpenter, they had 
an argument before the plane started 
down the runway. But, the little man 
refused to move. 
When it became necessary to open 
the emergency door, he was unable to 
force it open, and a larger man had to 
move into his seat to open it. 
“We were lucky, Lord, we were 
lucky .” The passengers assembled for 
prayer at the airport after leaving the 
stricken craft. 
Carpenter, a diabetic, remembered 
after getting safely away from the 
plane that his insulin was still on 
board in his bag. He spoke to Charlie 
Bull, president of the sponsoring Bull 
Auto Parts, who in turn spoke to an 
inspector to allow removal of Car­ 
penter’s bag 
from the airplane. 
Although no luggage was lost, in­ 
spectors did not allow (except in 
Carpenter’s case) removal of the 
baggage until completion of the in­ 
spection. 
The stranded passengers were 
placed in hotels and motels in the 
surrounding little towns—Shannon 
Airport is near no major cities—and 
the Carpenters reached their room in 
a hotel near the airport about 4 a m 
Monday. During the 60 hours from 
Sunday night until the end of the or­ 
deal. Carpenter got about four hours’ 
sleep He and Mrs. Carpenter went 
shopping on Monday and were told 
Monday evening that they would be 
leaving at 2 a.rn Tuesday 
During their layover, he said it was 
cold and raining, so he bought a wool 
coat and cap. Upon arriving in Dallas, 
the plane was met by, in addition to 
relieved relatives, members of the 
news media 
He didn’t realize the 
television camera was filming him 
until he was within a few feet of the 
camera. “ I looked like a danged sheep 
herder,” Carpenter laughed “ I had 
my wool coat on and I had a cane I d 
bought in Ireland ” 
Although “it looked pretty bad for a 
few minutes there,” Carpenter is not

Richard May serving as election 
judges at Bowman and Wilson, 
respectively. 
Saturday’s election is the second to 
be held in Plano since before 1900. The 
last local option election took place 
June 2, 1972 and failed 2,289 to 1,504. 
When absentee balloting closed 
Tuesday, 582 persons had already 
voted in the upcoming election. 
County Clerk James Webb said he 
expects an extremely heavy turnout 
Saturday with possibly as many as 
8,000 voters casting ballots.

HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (UPI) - The 
two form er Houston 
policemen 
showed little emotion at their 
misdemeanor conviction for the death 
of a Mexican-American prisoner, but 
the victim’s mother was astounded. 
“ Is that all they’re going to get?” 
Margaret Torres asked as she stared 
blankly at the emptying courtroom. 
“It wasn’t just a little thing they did. 
They should get more. They didn’t kill 
an animal. They killed a human 
being.” 
Terry Denson, 27, and Stephen 
Orlando, 22, quickly left the court­ 
room after learning of their con­ 
viction 
Thursday 
of 
negligent 
homicide 
for 
the 
beating 
and 
drowning of Joe Campos Torres Jr., a 
Vietnam veteran who had been 
arrested for causing a disturbance at 
a bar. 
Mrs. Torres was upset when she 
learned Denson and Orlando could 
only be given a maximum sentence of 
one year in prison and a $2,000 fine for 
their part in her son’s death. 
Denson and Orlando had been 
charged with murder, but the jury 


reduced the charges 
The jury retired late Thursday 
after failing to decide on sentences for 
the two former officers. They were to 
resume deliberations on a sentence 
today. 
Testimony in the month-long trial 
showed Torres, 23, was arrested May 
6 at a 
Houston 
nightspot 
for 
drunkenness. Two officers granted 
immunity for their part in the incident 
testified Torres was beaten for in­ 
solence, then dumped off a 16-foot pier 
into Buffalo Bayou near the downtown 
area. Denson, said witnesses, was the 
one who pushed Torres into the bayou. 
Torres’ body was found floating in 
the bayou May 8. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Justice 
Department at Washington said it was 
investigating possible civil 
rights 
violations in the case, but a decision to 
prosecute would not be discussed until 
the state’ case was completed. 
1116 state director of the League of 
United Latin American Citizens 
(LULAC), however, Thursday urged 
the government to intervene.

Fire Prevention Week is 
"observed”—not 
celebra­ 
ted— in the United States 
each October. This year the 
date is Oct. 9-15, notes Dr. 
Gary S. 
Nelson, 
safety 
engineer with 
the 
Texas 
Extension Service. 
The Oct. 9 date is the 
anniversary of “The Great 
Chicago Fire” of 1871 which 
marked the real start of 
community effort to prevent 
fires 
instead 
of 
con­ 
centrating only on putting 
them out, says the engineer. 
Woodrow Wilson, in 1920, 
was the first President to 
issue 
a 
national 
proclamation in observance 
of what was then 
F ire 


P revention 
Day. 
This 
tradition has been officially 
recognized by every suc­ 
cessive President to 
this 
day. 
The toll of the Chicago fire 
of 1871 was monumental in 
term s of the young frontier 
city and of the economy of 
those days: 250 lives lost, 
17,430 buildings destroyed, 
and 
an 
estim ated 
$168 
million in property lost. 
Today, fires continue to 
kill an average of 32 persons 
in the U.S. each day, adding 
up to more than 10,000 lives 
lost each year, points out 
Nelson. About 30 percent of 
the victims, or 3,500, are 
youngsters through age 15.

Booklet Tells How 


When discussing the fall 
planting of spring-flowering 
bulbs, I dealt recently with 
some of the many sorts of 
tulips and daffodils on the 
market. Now, I would like to 
describe a few other types of 
bulbs from which you can 
choose to make your spring 
garden come alive with a 
wide variety of different 
flowers. 
Hyacinth blooms are so 
luxuriant and perfect they 
sometimes look made of wax. 
They are prized for their 
heady fragrance, and are 
especially well placed near a 
doorway or open window. 
Hyacinths come in a good 
range of colors — blue, white, 
yellow, salmon, scarlet, pink, 


violet. They can usually be 
purchased in several sizes, 
from top size to miniature. 
The top-sized bulbs are 
usually reserved for forcing 
indoors, one to a pot. The 
second size is best for plant­ 
ing outdoors, as the top size 
bulbs produce large, heavy 
spikes of bloom that may be 
broken by winds. 
U n fo r tu n a te ly , 
lik e 
daffodils, hyacinth are not 
hardy in the colder areas of 
the continent, except in a 
very sheltered spot under 
deep snow cover. So, for the 
most part, those living in the 
northern prairie regions must 
be content with forcing these 
lovely blooms indoors. 
But to lessen the disap­ 


pointment of those in cold 
winter areas, 
there are 
several delightful sorts of 
bulbs, some quite unusual, 
that are fully hardy. One is 
the 
grape 
hyacinth, 
or 
muscari. This is a popular 
small bulb for spring bloom. 
It 
has 
many 
spikes 
of 
m iniature h yacin th -lik e 
flowers, and is ideal for edg­ 
ing borders, in rockeries, or 
for forcing indoors, too. 
Another hardy bulb is the 
Siberian squill, or scilla 
sibirica. It often will bloom 
even in the snow, with its 
sm all, 
bell-like 
blooms. 
Something like the scilla, and 
hardy 
as 
w ell, 
is 
the 
puschkinia. A lovely variety 
rarely used but 
ruggedly

many

In both West and East 
Germany, private plots of 
small gardeners contribute 
importantly to the economy 
and improve the surroun­ 
dings.

many’s small gardeners not 
only produced fruits and 
vegetables for their own use, 
but also delivered 172,000 
tons of fruit and 74,212 tons of 
vegetables to the state 
trading organizations, says 
Erich 
Wegner, 
first 
secretary of the East Ger­ 
man Association of Small 
Gardeners. 
West 
German 
sm all 
gardeners generally produce 
only for themselves. But in 


the past several years of 
rising prices and unem­ 
ployment, vegetables seem 
to have replaced flowers in a 
majority of their plots. 
In both West and East 
Germany, 
gardeners con­ 
tribute 
significantly 
to 
maintenance of a friendly 
environment and to the 
provision of places for city 
dw ellers’ 
rest 
and 
recreation. 
A small, tilled plot 
is 
known 
as 
a 
“ Schre- 
bergarten.” 
The 
name 
com m em orates 
D aniel 
Moritz Gottlieb Schreber, a 
19th century Leipzig doctor 
who believed the poor of that 
city needed a healthier diet 
containing more vegetables 
and fruit. 
At 
his 
urging, 
the 
municipality agreed to rent 
small plots of unused land on 
the outskirts of the city to 
poor families who planted 


them in potatoes, cabbage 
and other vegetables and 
fruits. 
The idea spread quickly 
across the country, giving 
birth to a peculiarly German 
institution. 
At 
least 
three 
tim es, 
“Schrebergartens” 
saved 
tens of thousands of Ger­ 
mans: 
during 
the 
food 
shortages of World War I,

Mulching Helps Garden Grow 


hardy is the ixiolirion, from 
Siberia. 
These tiny 
bulbs 
produce masses of rich blue 
flowers on 18-inch stems in 
June. 
For those living in less 
severe climates, the crocus is 
probably the best known 
minor spring-flowering bulb. 
These 
charming, 
bright 
blooms come in blues, violets, 
stripes, white and yellow. 
They are ideal and edging, 
around the bases of trees, 
indoors for pot culture. 
For some, memories of 
childhood springtim es are 
stirred by the sight of a snow­ 
drop, delicately drooping 
with masses of small white 
blooms. Glory of the Snow, or 
chionodoxa, is another fully 
hardy one that produces 
masses of bloom, with starry 
flowers in white, pink or blue 
on three-inch plants. 
Bulbs usually give a better 
display planted in clusters 
rather than in regimented 
rows. 
Cluster 
them , 
especially tulips, with the 
same type and color massed 
together 
for 
a 
really 
spectacular effect. On a well- 
drained slope, the display of 
bloom 
is 
shown 
off 
to 
maximum effect because 
every bloom is visible, mak­ 
ing the display appear larger. 
In moderately cold winter 
area, 
where crocuses die 
down before the lawn needs 
cutting, sm all bulbs like 
crocus can be naturalized in 
the lawn. Just scatter-plant 
them in the lawn in October 
and enjoy the natural look of 
open country in your yard in 
the spring. 
Bulbs can be placed in the 
perennial border, in the 
rockery, in the evergreen 
bed. We have one delightful 
bed of 
low-growing 
ever­ 
greens, with daffodils inter­ 
spersed among them. The 
bed is edged in hyacinth. 


The old sawdust on your 
workroom floor may look 
like just another mess to 
you. but you can use it to 
mulch 
your 
flower 
or 
vegetable garden this fall 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture reminds us that 
mulching is a 
valuable 
garden practice, and their 
new booklet. Mulches For 
Your Garden (50 cents) tells 
you how to do it. For your

Center, Dept. 131E. Pueblo, 
Colorado 81009. 
Sawdust makes a better 
mulch if it is well rotted, or if 
you add I or 2 cups of am­ 
monium sulfate or sodium 
nitrate to each bushel of 
fresh sawdust before you 
spread the mulch. 
Actually, many different 
materials can be used to 
make excellent mulches for 
flower or vegetable gardens. 
Mulching is a good way to 
dispose of some of your 
grass clippings. 
But you 
should mix the clippings 
with other materials to keep 
the mulch 
from 
packing 
down and preventing water 


from entering the soil. 
Compost is probably the 
best mulch, because it adds 
organic matter to the soil 
and furnishes food for earth­ 
worms. 
And the 
organic 
matter helps keep the soil 
crumbly and easy to work 
with. 
You can make compost 
yourself from your leftover 
garden 
plant 
m aterial 
Here’s how: 
Every gardener should 
have a compost bin—or two- 
-for making compost from 
organic materials. Two are 
best, since you'll have to 
turn 
the 
compost 
next 
spring. You can make these 
bins yourself by attaching 
ordinary wire 
fence or 
boards to four solid posts. 
Each bin should be about 3 to 
5 feet wide, and about 4 to 6 
feet high. Make one side 
removable for easy access to 
the bin. 
Fill one bin with alternate 
layers of garden soil and any 
organic material like leaves, 
grass clippings, stems and 
stalks 
from 
harvested 
vegetables, 
corn 
husks, 
twigs, or pea hulls. Each 


layer should be about 6 to 12 
inches thick To each layer 
of organic material add one 
of the following chemicals 
(rate in cups per bushel): 
ammonium sulfate (I cup); 
or ammonium nitrate C 2 
cup' and ground dolomitic 
limestone (two-thirds cup); 
orwoodashes ( l l2 cups) and 
superphosphate I l2 cup) and 
magnesium sulfate (epsom 
salts) (I tablespoon). This 
mixture can be used to 
mulch 
all 
plants, 
except 
azaleas and rhododendron. 
Be sure to moisten the 
o r g a n i c 
m a t e r i a l 
thoroughly. 
Repeat 
the 
layering process until the bin 
is full or you run out of 


material Pack the material 
tightly around the edges, but 
only lightly in the center. 
Around 
June, 
you 
can 
begin to turn the m aterial by 
moving it from one bin to the 
other 
You can mulch any time 
during 
the 
year. 
Fall 
mulching will help keep your 
plants from freezing during 
the winter Spring mulching 
will help keep soil around 
plants moist Spread mulch 
generously--about 
4-6 in­ 
ches deep

Most of the 40 million who 
complain they have trouble 
sleeping are

weeks, then a person may

There are a number of 
things an insomniac can do

WASHINGTON (UPI) —

Joe T h ackery says one 
lesson he learned in his new 
career is “don’t walk fast on 
wet porches.” 
Thackery, 63, has become 
a newsboy. He delivers the 
Washington 
Star 
to sub­ 
scribers in his neighborhood, 
Washington’s Chevy Chase 
section. 
His doctor advised him to 
walk to relieve a 
blood 
circulation problem. But he 
got tired of walking with no 
apparent purpose. 
So now he walks 3l/4 miles 
a day with the purpose of 
leaving 39 copies of the the 
Star behind storm doors — 
and earning enough credits 
to 
qualify 
for 
Social 
Security’s minimum. 
He earns $40 a month 
“Lousy pay,” he says. 
T hackery inherited the 
route from a neighbor, who 
was moving away. The route 
belonged to the neighbor’s 
“ lazy son,” but it was the 
neighbor, not the son, who 
trudged around with the 
papers. 
For m ost 
of his life, 
Thackery 
rked for the 
N ational L abor R elations 
Board. He re tire d a fte r 
qualifying for a pension. 
“ Nobody was in favor of 


my retirem ent,” he says, 
“except m e.” 
He 
say s 
he 
was 
a 
“ moderately good” lawyer. 
But newspapering was his 
first love. 
In 1937 he went to work for 
$15 a wee!; for the Evansville 
(Ind.) 
Press 
(“the SOBs 
made you buy your own 
pencils, too,” he recalls) but 
after two years his editor 
suggested he find another 
profession. 


After working for the Troy 
(Ohio) Daily News and the 
Citizen in his home town of 
Urbana, Ohio, and winning 
six battle stars in World War 
II, 
he enrolled in 
Duke 
University law school. 


But he still writes. He is 
the author of four un­ 
published novels and a poem 
that won him $60 in a contest. 
He also studies F rench, 
sculpture and oil painting. 
Thackery shared his ex­ 
periences as a newsboy in an 
article he wrote for his 
paper, the Star. 
He said 
his 
wife 
was 
pleased when he said he was 
going 
back 
into 
the 
newspaper business, 
“ but 
when I told her I was going to 
deliver the papers she had 
hysterics.” 
Son Jim m y, 24, suggested 


he buy a wagon and a 
baseball cap. 
And son Johnny, 21, asked 
if he would substitute for 
days Thackery had to be out 
of town, replied, “ Not me, 
man. I ain't got no bicycle.” 
Thackery says teen-agers 
hoot when they see him on 
his rounds. 
“They’re more status con­ 
scious than the jet set,” he 
says.

POLLY’S PROBLEM

DEAR PO LLY — I ordered by mail a beautiful dress 
that I am unhappy with after wearing it There is a 
bulge across the front I decided the trouble was with 
the zipper Several good seamstresses have advised me 
to remove the zipper and replace it with a shorter one I 
cannot find a zipper the same shade as the dress which 
is delicate beige, almost flesh color, with pastel figures 
Some say you can cup zippers off to the desired length 
but I cannot find anyone who has done this and am hop­ 
ing someone can give me a solution. 
I would also like to tell Alice B who cannot completely 
empty a salad dressing bottle to turn the bottle upside 
down in a dish or bowl with a toothpick under it so air 
gets through Be sure it is not thick enough to tip the bot­ 
tle over. It will empty. 
My Pet Peeve is not only with medicine bottles with 
safety caps that we older arthritic people hve problems 
with, but those drain cleaner cans that have caps saying 
“ Press here with your thumb." — MRS J P S 
DEAR MRS. J.FLS. — Of course your zipper should 
not show when properly installed so it would certainly 
be easier to buy a new shorter one that was a shade or 
two off from the color of the dress. 
I have cut zippers but it is a tricky painstaking job. 
Cut off at the bottom after making firm tacking stitches 
around the zipper part (while closed) at the point where 
you wish it to end. Cut up the sides of the tape close to 
the zipper at either side, and then with heavy clippers 
cut the zipper part just below the fastening stitches. 
Tapes at the side should have about an inch left at either 
side below the zipper cut-off. Care must be taken when 
stitching across the bottom of the zipper when it is in­ 
stalled to avoid breaking one machine needle after 
another if it should hit a zipper part. Ease the needle 
over this thus making a larger stitch over the actual 
zipper but catching the tapes in the regular length 
stitches. The zipper will, of course, have to be removed 
from the garment before this is done, and so as to stitch 
the seam it is set in up to the proper place for the 
shorter zipper. — POLLY.
